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(5 7) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a facsimile terminal that 
can quickly conduct re-dialing processing even when 
communication is not normally finished. 
SOLUTION: A telephone number set to the 1st priority is 
selected among registered telephone numbers (S1 1), the 
selected telephone number is dialed (S12), and transmission 
processing is conducted (S13). When the communication is not 
normally finished because a destination is busy (NO in S14), a 
telephone number other than the telephone number selected by 
the 1st dialing is selected (S15), and redial processing is 
conducted (S12). When the communication is normally finished 
(YES in S14), it is discriminated that the transmission 
processing is normally finished and the dial processing is 
completed.

CLAIMS 
[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1 ] In the facsimile apparatus which has the automatic recurrence call function to perform a 
recurrence call automatically when transmission is not performed normally A call origination number 
assignment means to specify two or more telephone numbers to the same transmitting phase hand in case a 
transmitting phase hand is specified, It is the facsimile apparatus characterized by having a recurrence call 
means by which call origination to other telephone numbers specified to said same transmitting phase hand 
when the communication to the one telephone number in said two or more specified telephone numbers is 
completed normally is not performed. 

[Claim 2] It is the facsimile apparatus characterized by performing call origination to the telephone number 
besides the above when the communication to the one telephone number in said two or more specified 
telephone numbers does not end said recurrence call means normally in facsimile apparatus according to 
claim 1. 

[Claim 3] Facsimile apparatus characterized by having a call origination criteria specification means to 
specify the count of the call origination to each of two or more of said telephone numbers, and/or the 
sequence of the telephone number which carries out call origination, in facsimile apparatus according to 
claim 2.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] More, this invention relates to the facsimile apparatus which has the automatic 
recurrence call function to perform call origination of the following telephone number automatically, when 
it has facsimile apparatus and a call origination number assignment means to specify two or more telephone 
numbers to the same transmitting phase hand in case a transmitting phase hand is specified as a detail and 
transmission is not performed normally. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In common facsimile apparatus, in case a recurrence call is performed to the 
same destination, fixed spacing is set and a recurrence call is performed to the same number. There is much 
what has held two or more circuits to one set of facsimile apparatus recently. In this case, the circuit of the 
others [ circuit / one ] also in use is often. It is user-unfriendly, when there is often a case where it is not 
connected even if it carries out a recurrence call when [ with a long circuit in use ] time amount 
communication is being carried out and emergency is required. 

[0003] Moreover, a user's use application is various, there are their two posts in one floor, and their two 
posts of the may be sharing one facsimile. And when its post is divided by the circuit to be used, he wants to 
send to one of its post, but when unavoidable, it may be said that he wants to give priority to and send 
sending to addressing to the telephone number of one's post of another side etc. to a certain telephone 
number. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] This invention was not made in consideration of the above actual 
condition, and even when communication is not completed normally, it is made for the purpose of offering 
the facsimile apparatus which can perform recurrence call processing quickly. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In the facsimile apparatus which has the automatic recurrence call function 
in which invention of claim 1 performs a recurrence call automatically when transmission is not performed 
normally A call origination number assignment means to specify two or more telephone numbers to the 
same transmitting phase hand in case a transmitting phase hand is specified, When the communication to the 
one telephone number in said two or more specified telephone numbers is completed normally, it is 
characterized by having a recurrence call means by which call origination to other telephone numbers 
specified to said same transmitting phase hand is not performed. 

[0006] It is characterized by invention of claim 2 performing call origination to the telephone number 

besides the above in invention of claim 1 , when the communication to the one telephone number in said two 

or more specified telephone numbers does not end said recurrence call means normally. 

[0007] Invention of claim 3 is characterized by having a call origination criteria specification means to 

specify the count of the call origination to each of two or more of said telephone numbers, and/or the 

sequence of the telephone number which carries out call origination in invention of claim 2. 

[0008] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the example of this invention is explained to a detail, referring to 
an accompanying drawing. Drawing 1 is a block block diagram for explaining an example of the facsimile 
apparatus with which this invention is applied, among drawing, in one, for a modem and 6, as for the system 
control section and 8, an actuation display and 7 are [ the coding decode section and 4 / a network control 
unit and 5 / a system bus and 9 ] telephones, a scanner 1 reads a manuscript image and, as for a scanner and 
2, a plotter and 3 take out drawing information. A plotter 2 records an image on the recording paper. With 
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known coding methods, such as MH method, the coding decode section 3 decrypts the drawing information 
which received the drawing information to transmit while coding performed the data compression, and 
reproduces the drawing information on original. 

[0009] The telephone line and telephone 9 are connected to the network control unit 4, and line control for 
performing sending and receiving is performed. A modem 5 transmits the various procedure signals for 
transmission control, and the existence of the signal on a circuit also detects it while it carries out the strange 
recovery of the drawing information and transmits it. While the actuation display 6 displays the operating 
state of equipment, an operator performs various actuation. The system control section 7 is a microcomputer 
which controls each part of the above. A system bus 8 is a signal line with which each part of the above 
exchanges various control signals and data mutually. 

[0010] Hereafter, actuation of the facsimile apparatus by this invention is explained along with the flow 
chart shown in drawing 2 - drawing 5 . 

(Claim 1) Drawing 2 is a flow chart for explaining one example of actuation of the facsimile apparatus by 
this invention. An operator inputs the 1st phase hand telephone number using the actuation display 6 shown 
in drawing 1 , when performing facsimile transmission to the phase hand who holds a multiple-line using the 
facsimile apparatus of this invention (SI). Facsimile apparatus registers the inputted telephone number 
noting that it is the 1st telephone number (S2). When the input of the phase hand telephone number is 
completed, (YES of S3) and a telephone number input are ended. When there is the telephone number 
inputted into others, (NO of S3) and an operator input the 2nd telephone number as well as the 1st telephone 
number (SI). Moreover, it processes like [ input / of the telephone number after the 3rd ] the above. Two or 
more telephone numbers are inputted to the same destination as mentioned above. 
[001 1] (Claim 2) Drawing 3 is a flow chart for explaining other examples of actuation of the facsimile 
apparatus by this invention, and is a flow chart for explaining call origination in case two or more telephone 
numbers are set up to the same phase hand, and transmitting processing. Facsimile apparatus chooses the 
one telephone number (set as the first priority) from from, while two or more telephone numbers are 
registered (SI 1), and it performs call origination (SI 2). Facsimile apparatus performs transmitting 
processing (SI 3). Here, transmitting processing is processing based on the method with which ITU-T is 
formed into T.30 advice. Then, when a phase hand does not end normally [ communication ] by during the 
conversation etc., (NO of SI 4) and the telephone numbers other than the telephone number chosen by the 
1st call origination are chosen (SI 5), and recurrence call processing is performed (SI 2). When 
communication is completed normally, (YES of SI 4) and transmitting processing end call origination 
processing noting that it ends normally. 

[0012] As mentioned above, even when one circuit is busy, in order to carry out call origination with 
another telephone number and to perform transmitting processing by registering two or more of the 
telephone numbers to the phase hand who is using the multiple-line, quick recurrence call processing 
becomes possible. 

[0013] (Claim 3) Drawing 4 and drawing 5 are the flow charts for explaining other examples of actuation of 
the facsimile apparatus by this invention. An operator inputs the phase hand telephone number which carries 
out call origination to the first priority using the actuation display 6 shown in drawing 1 , when performing 
facsimile transmission to the phase hand who holds a multiple-line using the facsimile apparatus by this 
invention (S21). And the total count of call origination which carries out call origination with the telephone 
number is set up (S22). When larger than the value as which the specified total count of call origination is 
specified, default value is set as (YES of S23), and the total count of call origination (S24). Here, the total 
count of call origination specified points out the count specified by the public network connection technical 
standards of a country. 

[0014] When the specified total count of call origination is below default value, (NO of S23) and the 
specified value are set up as the total count of call origination (S25). The inputted telephone number is 
registered as the telephone number of the first priority (S26). When the input of the phase hand telephone 
number is completed, (YES of S27) and a telephone number input are ended. When there is the telephone 
number inputted into others, (NO of S27) and an operator input ********** Q f ^ e following priority like 
the telephone number input of the first priority (S28), and set up the total count of call origination again 
(S22). It processes like [ telephone number / after the 3rd ] the above. 

[001 5] The total count of call origination for every two or more telephone number and telephone number is 
inputted to the same destination as mentioned above. Next, call origination in case the total count of call 
origination is set up for every telephone number of the with two or more telephone numbers to the same 
phase hand, and transmitting processing are explained using the flow chart shown in drawing 5 . 
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[0016] Facsimile apparatus chooses from from the telephone number set as the first priority, while two or 
more telephone numbers are registered (S31), and it performs call origination (S32). Facsimile apparatus 
performs transmitting processing (S33). Then, when a phase hand does not end normally [ communication ] 
by during the conversation etc. and (NO of S34) and call origination in the telephone number are performed 
the number of setting times, the telephone number set as (YES of S35) and a degree is chosen (S36), and 
recurrence call processing is performed (S32). When the call origination in the telephone number set as the 
first priority is under a predetermined number, call origination is carried out to (NO of S3 5), and the same 
number. When communication is completed normally, (YES of S34) and transmitting processing end call 
origination processing noting that it ends normally. 

[0017] As mentioned above, by registering two or more of the telephone numbers to the phase hand who is 
using the multiple-line, and setting up the total count of call origination further, it becomes possible to 
specify the priority of the telephone number to send, and a user's user- friendliness improves. 
[0018] 

[Effect of the Invention] (1) A call origination number assignment means by which two or more telephone 
numbers can be specified to the same destination in case the effectiveness transmitting phase hand to 
invention of claim 1 is specified, Since it has a recurrence call means by which a recurrence call is not 
performed when communication with one number in two or more specified telephone numbers is completed 
normally, two or more telephone numbers can be registered to the same destination, and when [ any ] one 
circuit is busy, it is possible to perform recurrence call processing quickly. 

[0019] (2) Since it has the recurrence call means which carries out call origination to other telephone 
numbers specified as the same destination when communication with one of the telephone numbers which 
receives invention of claim 2 and by which effectiveness two or more assignment was carried out is not 
completed normally, two or more telephone numbers can be registered to the same destination, and when 
[ any ] one circuit is busy, it is possible to perform recurrence call processing quickly. 
[0020] (3) Since it has a call origination criteria specification means by which other counts or sequence of 
the telephone number at the time of carrying out an effectiveness recurrence call of receiving invention of 
claim 3 can be specified, the user- friendly facsimile apparatus set by a user's use application can be offered.
